17. The method according to claim 16, wherein the impaired sexual behavior is 
hypoactive sexual desire disorder.

simple phobia, social phobia, obsessive-compulsive disorder, or acute stress disorder. 

19. The method according to claim 1 or 2, wherein the mental disorder is 
related to a pain disorder. 

20. The method according to claim 1 or 2, wherein the mental disorder 
20 comprises symptoms of more than one mental disorder. 

21. The method according to any of claims 1-20, wherein the peptide or 
pepn^iomimetic is administered together with a second pharmaceutical agent, wherein the 
second pharmaceutical agent is present in an amount insufficient to reduce or eliminate 
symptoms of the mental disorder, and wherein the peptide orpeptidomimetic according to 
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the invention and the second pharmaceutical agent act synergistically to reduce or 
eliminate symptoms of the mental disorder. 

22. The method of any of claims 1-21, wherein the route of adininistration is 
selected from parenteral, intranasal, oral, sublingual, transmucosal, intrarespiratory, or 
through an inert or iontophoretic patch. 

23. A therapeutic composition comprising a SMRl-peptide or a peptidomimetic 
thereof, in an amount sufficient to reduce or eliminate symptoms of a mental disorder in a 
mammal having the mental disorder, and farmer comprising a pharmaceutically acceptable 
diluent and/or buffer and/or exdpient 

24. The therapeutic composition according to claim 23, wherein said SMRl- 
peptide comprises an amino acid sequence selected from the amino acid sequences shown, 
in SEQ ID NO. 1, SEQ ID NO. 2, SEQIDNO. 3, SEQ ID NO. 4, SEQ ID NO. S, SEQ ID 
NO, 6, SEQ ID NO. 7, SEQ ID NO. 8, SEQ ID NO. 9, and SEQ ID NO. 10. 

25. The therapeutic composition according to claim 23 or 24, wherein the 
therapeutic composition is useful in preparing a| medicament for the treatment of an 

avoidance disorder. t

26. The therapeutic composition according to claim 23 or 24, wherein the 
therapeutic composition is useful in preparing a medicament for the treatment of a 
decreased awareness disorder. 

27. The therapeutic composition according to claim 23 or 24, wherein the 
therapeutic composition is useful in preparing a medicament for the treatment of an 
attention deficit/hypaactiviry disorder. 

28. The therapeutic composition according to claim 23 or 24, wherein the 
therapeutic composition is useful in preparing a medicament for the treatment of an arousal 
disorder.

35. The therapeutic composition according to any of claims 23-34, wherein the 
peptide or peptidomimetic is present in the therapeutic composition together with a second 
pharmaceutical agent, wherein the second pharmaceutical agent is present in an amount 
insufficient to reduce or eliminate symptoms of the mental disorder, and wherein the 
peptide or peptidomimetic according to the invention and the second pharmaceutical agent 
act synergistically to reduce or eliminate symptoms of the mental disorder. 

36. The therapeutic composition of any of claims 23-35, wherein the 
therapeutic composition is in the form of a solid, a liquid, a gel, an aerosol, , or a sustained 
release formulation.
